found peace. They fall fomctimes on one 


nation, and ſometimes on another, aud lurprile 
jume of their hunters, whom they icalp and 
bring home priſoners. Their ſenators wink at 
ney or rather encouiage it, as it tends to keep 
up tic martial ipirit ot their people, inures them 
to watchſnlneſs and hardſhip, aud gives them 
an eatiy taſte for blood. 

The qualities in an Indian war, are vigilance 
and attention, to give and to avoid a ſurpriſe ; 


and patience and ſtrength to endure the e 


rable fatigues and hardſhips which alwavs attend 


it. The nations of America are at an immenſe 


diſtance from each other, with a vaſt deſert 
frontier, and hid in the boſom oi hideous, and 


almoſt boundleſs foreſts. Theſe muſt be traverſed 
before they meet an enemy, who is often at ſuch 


a diſtance as might be ſuppoſed to prevent either 


quarrel or danger. But notwithſtanding the 


iecrecy of the deſtination of the party that moves 


firſt, the enemy has frequent notice of 1t, 1s pre- 


pared. for the attack, and ready to take advan- 


tage in the ſame manner of the leaſt want of 


vigilance in the ayyreliors. Their whole art oi 


war conſiſts in this: they never figlit in the open 


feld, but upon ſome very extraordinary OC- 
calions, 
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cafions, not from cowardice, for they are brave; 


but they deſpiſe this method, as unworthy an 


able warrior, and as an — in which fortune 
governs more than prudence. The principal 


things which help them to find out their enemies, 


are the ſmoke of their fires, Which they ſmell at 


a diſtance almoſt incredible; and their tracks, in 


the di ſcovery and diſtinguiſhing of which, the 
are polſefled of a ſagaci ity equally aſtoniſhing; 
tor they will tell in the ehe Which to us 
Would ew moſt confuſed, the number of men 
that have patſed ; they even go io far as to dif- 


tnomin the ſeveral nations Dy the different marks 


of their feet, and to perceive footiteps, where 
we could diſtinguiſh nothing leſs. A mind dili— 
venily intent upon one thing, and exerciſed by 
long experience, will go lengths at firit view 
icarcely credible. But as they who are attacked 
ave the ſame knowledge, and know. how to 
Graw the ſame advantages from 1t, their great 
adreſs is to bafile cach other in theſe points. 
On the expedition they light no fire to warm 


themſelves, or prepare their victuals, but ſubliſt 


merely on the miſerable pittance of lome of their 
meal mixed with water: they lie clole to the 
ground ali day, and march only in the night. 
As they march in their uſual order in files, he 


that cloſes the rear, gencrally covers his own. 


Oo 


tracks, and thote of all who preceded him, with 
icaves, If any ftrcam occurs in their route, 
they march in it for a conſiderable way to foil 
their purſuers. When they halt to ret and re— 
trcth themſelves, ſcouts are ſent out on every 
ide to reconnoitre the country, and beat up 
every place where they ſuſpect an enemy may 
lie perdue. 

In this manner they often enter 2 village, 
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whilſt the ſtrength of the nation is employed in 


hunting, and maſlacre all the helpleſs old men, 
women | and children, or make priſoners of as 
many as they can manage, or have ſtrength 
enough to be uſeful to their nation. 


They often cut off ſmall parties of men in 


their huntings ; but when they diſcover an army 


of their enemies, their way 1s to throw them- 


ſelves flat on their faces amongſt the withered 
icaves, the colour of which their bodies are 


painted to reſemble exactly. They generally 
ict a part paſs unmoleſted ; and then, riſing a 


little, they take aim, for they are excellent 


markſmen; and ſetting up a moſt tremendous 


ſhout, which they call the war-cry, they pour a 
fiorm of muſquet bullets upon the enemy ; for 


they have long ſince laid aſide the uſe of arrows: 
the party attacked, returns the ſame cry. Every 
mau in haſte covers himſelf with a tree, and re- 


turns the fire of an adverſe party, as ſoon as they 
raiſe themſelves from the ground to give the 


ſecond fire. | | 
After fighting ſometime in this manner, the 

party which thinks it has the advantage, ruſhes 

ont of its cover, with ſmall axes in their hands, 


which they dart with great addreſs and dexterity; 


they redouble their crics, intimidating their 


enemies With menacts, and encouraging cach 


other with a boalllul diſplay Of their own brave 


NO. Thus being come hand to hand, the 


cynteſt is ſoon decided; and the conquerors fati- 


ate their ſavage fury, with the molt ſhocking in- 
{ſults and barbarities to the dead, biting their 


fleſh, tearing the ſcalp from their heads, and 


wallowing in heir blood like wild beaſts. 

Ike fate of their priſoners is the moſt ſevere 
of all. During the greateſt part of their journey 
home wards, the 7 butter no injury. But when

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they arrive at the territories of the conquering 
tate, or at thoſe of their allies, the people from 


_ every village meet them, and think they ſhew 


their attachment to their friends by their barba- 
rous treatment of the unhappy priſoners ; fo that 
when they come to their ſtation, they are wound- 
ed and bruiſed in a terrible manner. The con- 
querors enter the town in triumph, The war- 
captain waits upon the head men, and in a low 
voice gives them a circumſtantial account of

world. This pafſage fo exceedingly pleaſed me, 
that as I ſell inſenſibly into my afternoon's ſlum- 
ber, it wrought my 1magination into the fol- 
lowing dream: 

When Jupiter took into his hands the govern- 
ment of the world, the ſeveral parts of nature 


With the preſiding deities did homage to him. 


One preſented him with a mountain of wind, 
another with a magazine of hail, and a third 
with a pile of thunder-bolts. The ſtars offered 
up their influences; the ocean gave in his tri- 
dent, the earth her fruits, and the ſun his 
{caſons. Among the ſeveral deities who came

with the like vain imaginations that ſhoot up 
in 1r.fling, weak, and irreſolute minds. 


The Beli e finding themſelves in fo 


great a perplexith, concluded that it would be 


impollible for them to execute the commands 


that had been given them, according to their 


firſt inicntion; for which reaſon they agreed 


to throw all the bleſſings and calamitics to- 
gether into one large veſlei, and in that man- 


ner offer them up at the icet of Jupiter.

create a perſonal dependenc e. Candour, force; 
and etevation of mind, in ſhort, arc the props of 
democracy; and virtue is the principle of con— 
duct required to its preſervation. 

How beautiful a pre-eminence on the ſide of 
popular government! And how We (hould 
mankind wiſh for the form, if it tended to 
eſtablich the principle, or were in every \nflance 
a ſurc indication of its preſervation. 

But perhaps we mult have poſſeſſed the prin- 
ciple, in order, With any hopes of advantage, to 
receive the lorm ; and where the firſt is entirely 
extinguiſhed, the 1 may be fraught with cvil, 
if any additional evil deſerves to be ſhunned 
where men are alrcady unhappy.

cored in any ſtation af! igned to its members. 
FEyerv condition is pofſeſ !led of peculiar dig— 
nity, and points out a propriety of conduct, 
which men of ſtation are obliged to maintain. 


Is the commerce of ſuperiors and inferiors, it

hold them as a right, and they exerciſe a {ub Ore 
dinate power in the ſta! e, founded on the per- 
manent rank they enjoy, and on the attachment 
of thoſe whom they are appointed to lead and 
protect. Though they do not force themſelves 
into national councils and public atſenblics, 


and though the name of ferate is unk: own, 


yet the ſentiments they adopt inuſt have weight 
with the ſovereign ; and every individual, in his 


ſeparate capacity, in ſome meaſure, del |berates 
for his country. In whatever does not derogate 


from his rank, he has an arm ready to ſerve the 
community; in whatever alarms his ſenſe of 


honour, he has averſions and dif] kes, Which 
amount to a negative on the will of his prince. 


Entangled together by the reciprocal ties of 


dependance and protection, though not com- 
bined by the ſenſe of a common \ intereſt, the 
ſubjects of monarchy, like thoſe of republics, 


find themſelves occupicd as the members of an 
active ſociety, and engage to treat with their 
fellow creatures on a liberal footing. If thoſe 
principles of honour, which ſave the individual 
from ſervility in his own pcrſon, or from be- 


coming an engine ot oppreſſion in the hands of 


another, ſhould fail; it they ſhould give way to 


the maxims of commerce to the refinements of 


a ſuppoſed philoſophy, or to the miſplaced ar- 


dours of a republican ſpirit; if they are betrayed 


by the cowardice of ſubjects, or ſubdued by the 


ambition of Princes; what muſt become of the 
nations of Europe; : 


 Defſpotiſm is monarchy corrupted, in which 'B 
court and a prince in appearance remain, but | in 


which, every ſubordinate rank 1s deſtroyed ; 
which the lubject is told, that he has no N 


0. | R | that 
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that he cannot poſſeſs any property, nor fill any 
ſtation, independent of the momentary will of 
his prince. Theſe doctrines are founded on the 
maxims of conqueſt ; they muit. be inculcated 
with the whip and the ſword; and are beſt re- 
ceived under the terror of chains and impri- 


ſonment. Fear, therefore, is the principle which 


qualifies the ſubject to occupy his ſtation; and 


the ſovereign, who holds out the enſigns of terror 


ſo freely to others, has abundant reaſon to give 
this paſſion a principal place with himſelf. 
That tenvre which he has deviſed for the rights 
of others, is ſoon applied to his own; and from 
his eager deſire to ſecure, or to extend his power, 
he finds it become, like the fortunes of his peo— 
ple, a creature of mere e and unſcttled 
caprice. 

Whilſt we thus, with ſo ach ACCUracy, can 


aſſign the ideal limits that may diſtinguiſh 'con- 


ſtitutions of government, we find them in 
reality, both in reſpect to the principle and the 
form, variouſly blended together. In what ſoci— 
ety are not men claſſed by external diſtinctions, 
as well as perſonal qualities; In what ſtate are 


they not actuated by a variety of principles, 


juſtice, honour, moderation, and fear. It is 


the purpoſe of ſcience, not 10 diſguiſe this con- 


fuſton in its object, but, in the multiplicity and 


combination of particu): ars, to find the principal. 


points which delerve our attention; and which, 
being well under{toud, ſave us Ft the cmbar- 
raſſment which the varieties of ſingular caſes might 


otherwiſe create. In the ſame dc: vree in which ; 


governments require men ty act from principles 
of virtue, of honour, or of icar, they are more 
or leſs fully compriſed under the heads of re- 
, monarchy, Or deſpotiſm, and the g 1 5

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ral theory is more or leſs applicable to their 
particular caſe. 


Forms of government, in fact, mutually ap- 


proach or recede by many, and often inſenſible, 


gradations. Democracy, by admitting certain 


incqualities of rank, approaches to ariltocracy. 
In popular, as well as ariltocratical governments, 


particular men, by their perſonal authority, and 
lometimes by the credit of their family, have 
maintained a ſpecies of monarchial power. The 


monarch 1s limitted in different degrees: even 


the deſpotic Prince is only that monarch whole 
ſubjects claim the feweſt privileges, or who 1s 


himſelf beſt prepared to ſubdue them by force. 
All theſe varieties are but ſteps in the hiſtory of 
mankind, and mark the flceting and traufient 


ſituations through which they have pailel, white 


ſupported by virtue, or depreticd by vice. 
Perte democracy and deſporiſm appear to be 
the oppolite extremes to which conttiintions of 
government are ſometimes carried. Under the 


firſt, a periect virtue is required ; under the ic- 


cond, a total corruption is ſuppoſed pet in 


point of mere form, there being nothing fixed 
in the ranks and diſtinctions of men, beyond the 


caſual and temporary poſſeſſion of power, ſoci- 


eties eaſily paſs from a condition in which every 
individual has an cqual title to reign, into one 
in which they are equally deſtined to ſerve. 
The fame qualities in bod, courage, popularity, 
addreſs, and military conduct, raiſe the ambitious 
to eminence. With theſe. qualities, the citizen 
or the flave caſily paſſes from the ranks, to the 


command of an army; from an obſcure to an 
illuſtrious ſtations. In either, a ſingle perſon 


may rule with unlimitted ſway ; and in both, the 


populace may break down cv ery barrier of order, 


and reſtraint of law. 
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If we ſyppoſe, that the equality eſtabliſhed 
among the ſubjects of a defpotic flate, has in- 
iid its numbers with confidence, intre pidity, 
aue the love of jultice; the deſpotic prince, 
having ceaſed to be an object of fear, mult fink

In the diſorder of corrupted ſocieties, the ſcene 


has been frequently changed from democracy to 
deſpotiſm, ard from the lalt too, in its turn, to 


te ktuſt. From amidſt the democracy of cor- 
pt men, and a from a ſcene of lawleſs confu- 
1, the tyrant aſcendsa throne with arms reek- 
ing in blood, But his abuſes or his weakneſſes, 
uw the {tation he has gained, in their turn awaken, 
ard vive way to the ſpirit of mutiny and revenge. 
The crics of murder and deſolation, which in 
the ordinary courſe of military government, ter- 
ned the ſubject in his private retreat, are car- 
red through the vaults, and made to pierce the 
grates and iron Coors of the ſeraglio. Demo- 
cracy ſeems to revive ina ſcene of wild diſorder 
and tumult; but both the extremes are but the 
tranſient fits of paroxyim or Jangour rin a diſtem- 


percd eſtate. 


Ii men be any where arrived at this meaſure 
of depravity, there appcars no immediate hope 


ot redreſs. Neither the aſcenden Cy of the mul 


tunde 
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titude, nor that of the tyrant, will ſecure the 
adminiſtration of juſtice, neither the licence of 
mere tumult, nor the calm of dejection and 
ſervitude, will teach the citizen that he was 
born for candour and affection to his fellow- 
creatures. And if the ſpeculative would find that

ature, they will find it in the conteſt that ſub-

PF RAPS there f is not any word in the Eng- 
liſh language leſs underſtood than Honour, and 
but ſcu that might not have been equally miſtaken 
without producing equal miſchief. 

Honour is both a motive and an end; as a 
principle of action it differs from virtue only in 


degree, and, thercfore, neceſſarily includes it, as 
geucrolity includes jullice: and as a reward, 


Cal 
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can be deſerved only by thoſe actions which no 
other principle can produce. To ſay of another 


that he is a man of honour, 1s at once to attri- 
bute the principle and to confer the reward ; but, 


in the common acceptation of the word, Honour, 


as a principle, does not include virtue, and 
therefore as a reward, is frequently beſtowed on 
vice. Such, indeed, is the blindneſs and vaſſa- 
lage of human reaſon, that men are diſcouraged 
from virtue by the fear of ſhame, and incited to 
vice by the hope of honour. 

Honour, indeed, is always claimed in ſpeci- 
ous terms, but the fats upon which the claim 
18 en often flagitiouſly wicked. Lotha- 
rio arrogates the character of a man of honour, 
for hari ing deſcended a lady, who had put herſelf 
under his ProteRion, from inſult, at the riſque 


of his life. And AleQor, for fulfilling an en— 


gagement to which the law would not have oh- 
liged him, at the expence of lit berty. But the 
champion of the lady had hrit ſeduced her to 
adulterv, and, to preſerve her "Wk the reſent- 


ment of her ee had killed him in a duel ; 


and the martyr to his promiſe had paid a 8 
which ſhould have diſcharged the bill of a neceſ— 
ſitous tradeſman, to a gameſter of quality, wh.o 


had given him credit at cards. 


Such, in the common opinion, are men of ho- 


nour, oy he who in certain cCircumitances 


ſhould abſtain ſrom murder, perfidy, or ingrati- 
tude, would be avoided, as reflectiug infamy 
upon his company. 

In theſe ſpeculations, 1 cxhauſted my wak- 
ing powers a few nights ago, and at length, 


linking into (lumber, I was immediately trauf— 


ported into the regions of fancy. 
As | was litting penſive aud alone at the 1 


of a hill, a man, whoſe appearance was extremely 
venerable, 
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venerable, advanced towards me with great 
ſpeed; and, beckoning me to follow him, began 
haſtily to climb the hill. My mind ſuddenly 
ſuggeſted, that this was the genius of Inſtruction. 


I therefore inſtantly roſe up, and obeyed the 
filent intimation of his will; but not being able 
to aſcend with equal rapidity, he caught hold of 


my hand, “ Linger not, (ſaid he) leit the hour 
of illumination be at an end.“ We now aſ— 
cended together, and when we had gained the 
ſummit, he ſtood ſtill. “ Survey the proſpect, 


(ſaid he) and tell me what thou ſeeſt.“ To the 
right, (replied I) is a long valley, and on the left, 
a boundleſs plain; at the end of the valley is a 
mountain that reaches to the clouds; and on the 


ſummit, a brightneſs which I cannot yet ſted- 


faſtly behold.” © In that valley, (ſaid he,) the 
diſciples of Virtue preſs forward; and the votaries 
of Vice wander on the plain. In the path of 


Virtue are many aſperities ; the ſoot is ſome- 


times wounded by thorns, and ſometimes bruiſed 
againſt a ſlone ; but the ſky over it is always 
| ference; the traveller is refreſhed by the breezes 
of health, and invigorated by the ray of chear- 


fulneſs., The plain is adorned with flowers 
which gratify the ſenſe with fragrance and 
beauty; but the beauty is tranſient, and the 


fragrance hurtful : the ground is ſoft and level, 
and the paths are ſo various, that the turf is no 


where worn away: but above is a perpetual 


gloom; the ſun is not ſeen, nor the breeze felt; 
the air ſtagnates, and peſtilential vapours diffuſe 


drowlineſs, laſſitude and anxiety. At the foot of 
the mountain are the bowers of Peace, and on 
the ſummit is the Temple ot Honour. 

But all the diſciples ot Virtue do not aſcend the 
mountain: her path, indeed, is continued beyond 
the bowers; and the laſt ſtage is the aſcent of 
the precipicce: to climb, is the voluntary labour

Toy thoſe, however, who have ſurmounted the 
ditcultic ot the way, the gates of the Temple 
have not always been opened; nor againſt thoſe 
by whom it has never been trodden, have they al- 
ways been ſhut: the declivity of the mountain 
on the other fide, is gradual and eaſy ; and by 
the appointment of fate, the entrance to the 
Temple of Honour las been always kept by 
Opinion. Opinion, indeed, ought to have acted 
under the inffuence of Truth; buͤt was ſoon per- 
verted by Prejudice and Cuitom : the admitted 
many who aſcended the mountain without labour 
{roin the plain, and rejected ſome who had toiled 
up the precipice in the path of Virtue. "Theſe, 


however, were not clamorous for admittance ; but 


either repined in ſilence, or exulting with honelt 
pride in the conſc ouſneſs of their own dignity, 


turned from Opinion with contempt and diſdain; 


and (miledupon the world which they had left be- 
neath them, the witneſs of that labour of which 
— had been refuſed the reward. 

But the crowd within the Temple became diſ- 
contented and tumultuous : the diſciples of Virtue, 


jealous of an eininence which they had obtained 


by the utmoit efforts of human power, made 


fome atteinpis to expel thoſe who had ſtrolled. 


negligently up the ſlope, and been admitted by 


pnion to pollute the Temple and diſgrace the 


afſe mbly: thoſe whoſe right was diſputed, were, 
however, all ready to decide the controverſy by 
the ſword ; and as they dreaded ſcarce any im- 


Putation but cowardice, thcy treated thoſe with 


great infolznce who 3 this deciſion, and 
jet Wouid not adinit their claim.”

feet, © Great ruler of the world, (ſaid ſhe) if 1 


have ercacd a temple to fulfil 188 purpoſes of 
thy wiſdom and thy love, to allure mortals up 
the fleep of Virtue, animate them to communi— 
cate happineſs at the CXPENCC of life, let it not 
be perveried to render vice preſumptuous, nor 


polluicd by thoſe who dare to periſh in the vio- 


lation of thy laws, and the ditfuſion of cala- 
mity.” Jup:cr gracioutly touched the Goddeſs 
with his ſ.eptre, and replied, © That the ap- 
pointment of late he could not reverſe, that ad- 
miſſion to her Temple muſt ſtill depend upon 
Opinion ; but that he would depute Reaſon to 
examine her conduct, and, if poſlible, put her 
again under the e of Truth.“ 


Reaſon, therefore, in obedience to the com- 


mand of Jupiter, deſcended upon the mountain 
of Honour, and entered the Temple. At the 
firſt appearance of Reaſon, contention was 
tuſperded, and the whole aſſembly became filent 


With expedation : but the moment ſhe revealed 


her commitlion, the tumult was renewed with 
vet greater violence. All were equally confi- 
dent, that Reaſon would eſtabliſh the determi- 
nation of Opimon in their favour ; and he that 
ſpoke loudett, hoped to be firſt heard. Reaſon 
_ knew, that thoſe only had a right to enter the 


Temple, who aſcended by the path of Virtue ; to 


determine, therefore, who ſhould be expelled or 
reccived, nothing more ſeemed neceſſary, than 
to dilcover by which avenue they had acceſs : but 
Reaſon herfelf found this di (cover); however 
ealy in ſpeculation, very difficult in effect.

count of many to be in the higheſt degree extra-

Reaſon found the ac-

Time was commanded to uſe his influence 
to procure their erbten, and to perſuade Opi 
nion to regulate her determination by the e s 


ment of Pruth. Juſtice alſo decrced, that if ſhe 
perſiſted to execute her oſſice with neg], gence 


and caprice, under the influence of Prejudice, 


and in concurrence with the abſurdity of Cuſtom, 
ſhe ſhould be given up to Ridicule, a remorſe- 


leſs being who rcjoices in the anguiſh which he 
inflits: by him alone Opinion can be puniſhed ; 
at the ſound of his ſcourge ſhe trembles with 


apprehenſion, and whenever it has been applied 


by the direction of Juſtice, Opinion has always 
become obedient to Truth. 
« Time (continucd my inſtructor) ill labours 


to fulfil the command of Reaſon : but though he 


has procured many to be expelled who had becn 


admitted, yet he has gained admiſſion for but 
ſew who have been 1cjeced, and Opinion flill 
continues negligent and perverſe ; for as ſhe has 


often felt the ſcourge of Ridicule when it has 


not been deſerved, the dread of it has no othcr- 


wiſe influenced her conduct, than by throwing 
her into ſuch confuſion, that the purpoſes ot 


' Reaſon are ſometimes involuntarily deſcated.“ 


How then, (ſaid I) ſhall Honour diſtinguiſh 


thoſe whom ſhe wiſhes to reward.” © They ſhall 


be diſtinguiſhed, (replicd the viſionary Sage) in 


the regious of Immortality ; to which they will 


at length be conducted by Time, who will not 


ſuffer them to be finally diſappointed.” 


While I was liſtening to this reply with my

Tiolity began to give way to wearineſs, and TI fat 
me down on the fragment of a rock overgrown 
with moſs, where the ruſtling of the falling leaves, 
the daſhing of waters, and the hum of the diſ- 
tant city, ſoothed my mind into the moſt perfect 
tranquillity, and ſleep inſenſibly ſtole upon me, 
as I was indulging the agrecable reveries which 
the objects around me naturally inſpired. 
I immediately found myſelf in a vaſt extended 
plain, in the middle of which aroſe a mountain 
higher than I had before any conception of. 
It was covered with a multitude of people, 
chiefly youth ; many of whom preſſed forwards 
with the livelicſt expreſſions of ardour in their 
countenance, thaugh the way was in man 
places ſteep and difficult. I obſerved, that thoſe 
who had but juſt begun to climb the hill, thought

The 


trees in many places ſhot their boughs over the 


path, and a thick miſt often reſted on it; yet 


never ſo much but that it was diſcernible by the 


light which beamed from the countenance of 
'l ruth. 


In the pleaſanteſt part of the mountain were 


placed the bowers of the Muſes, whoſe office it 
was to cher the ſpirits of the travellers, and 


encourage their fainting ſteps with ſongs from 
their divine harps. Not far Fam, ens were 
the Fields of Fiction, filled with a var ety of 
wild flowers, ſpringing up in the g bee 1 luxu- 
riance, of. r; Se {cents and brighter coluurs than 
I had obſcrvcd in any other climate; and near

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them was the Dark Walk of Allego ry, ſo artifici- 
ally thaded, that the light at noon day was never 
ſtronger than that of a bright moon-ſhine.

the tothe tottering edge. He delighted 
in GEVIOUS and untried paths; and made ſo many 
excurtions from the road that his feebler com- 
panions often outſtripped him. I obſerved that 
the Muſes beheld him with partiality; but Truth 
often frowned and turned aſide her face. While 
Genius was thus waſting his ſtrength in excentric 
flights, I ſaw a perſon of a very different ap- 
pearance, named Application.

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FABLES were the firit picces of wit that 
made their appearance in the world, and have 
been {till highly valued, not only in times of the 
greateſt ſimplicity, but among the polite ages of 
mankind. Jotham's fable of the wees is the 
oldeſt that is extant, and as beautiful as any 
which have been made fince that time. Nathan's 
fable of the poor man and his lamb is Iikewiſc 
more antient than any that is extant, beiides ro 
abovementioned, and had fo good an effect, 
to convey ee, py to the car of a king e hn 
offendins and to bring the man after God's 
own 96.4 1 a Tight ſenſe of his guilt and duty.

We find Xſop in the moſt diſtant ages of Greece, 


and if we look into the very beginning of the 


commonwealth of Rome, we ſee a mutin 


among the common people appeaſcd by a fable 


of the belly and the limbs, which was indeed ver 
proper to gain the at! e of an incenſed rabble, 


at a time when, perhaps, they would have torn 


to pieces any man who had preached the ſame 
doctrine to them in an open and direct manner. 
As fables took their birth in the very infancy of 
Jearning, they never flouriſhed more than when 
learning was at its greateſt height. To juſtify 
this aflertion, I mall put my reader in mind of 
H race, the greateſt wit and critic in the Auguſ— 
tan age; and of Bollcau, the moſt corre poet 
among the moderns; not to mention La Fon- 


taine, Who, by this way of riting, is come 


more into vogue than any other autor of our 
times. 

The ſables I have here Gs arc raiſed 
alt gener upon brutes and vegetables, with fome 
| af own fſpeci's m:xed among then, when 


| the moral hath ſo IC qUIT: d. But: beides this: 


kind of fable, there is arwther in which the 
actors arc paſlions, virtues, vices, and other 
imaginary perſons of thc Fe Nature. ome of 


the antient critics will hase it, that the Tliad and 


Odyſley of Homer are fables of this nature, and 


that the ſeveral names of gods and heroes atc 
nothing elle but the affe ctions of the mind in a 
viſible hape and character. Thus they tell us, 
that Achilles, in the firſt Iliad, rc preſents anger, 

or the iraſcible part of human mature; that upon 
drawing his ſword againſt his ſuperior 4 in a full 
aſſembly, Pallas is only another name for reaſon, 
which checks and advites him upon that occaſion; 

_ and at her firit appearance tou es him upon the 


head, that part of the man being looked upon as the

ſeat of reaſon ; and thus the rcit of the poem. As 
for the Odyſſey, I think it is plain, that Horace 
conſidered it as one of thele allegorical fables, by 
the moral he has given us of ſeveral parts of it. 
The greateſt Italian wits have applied themſelves 
to the writing of this latter Kind of fables ; as 
Spencer's Fairy Queen is one continued ſeries 
Or them from the begining to the end of that 
admirable work, It we look into the fineſt 
Proſe authors of antiquity, ſuch as Cicero, Plato, 
Xcnophon, and many others, we ſhall find that 


this was likewiſe their favourite kind of fable. 


I ſhall only farther obſerve upon it, that the firſt 
of this ſort that made any conſide fable hgure 1 in 
the world, was that of Hercules mecting with 
Plcaſure and Virtuc; which was invented by 
Prodicus, who lived before Socrates, and in the 
Hrli daw nings of philofoph 5. He uſed to travel 
through Greet by virtue of this fable, which 
nrocured him a kind rec cption in all the market 
towns, where he never failed telling it as ſoon as 
he had gathered an audience about him. 

After this ſhort preface, which I have made 
up of ſuch materials as my memory does at pre— 
{cnt ſuggeit to me, before | preſent my readers 
with a fable ot this kind, which | delign as the 
cerntcrtainment of the preſent paper, I mult, ina 
few words, open the occaſiou of 1t. 

In the account which Plato gives us of the 
converſation and behaviour o Socrates, the morn- 
ing he was to We he tells the following cir- 
cumſtance. 

When Socrates's feiters were knocked off (as 
was uſual to be done on the day that the con- 
demned perſon was to be cxccuted) being ſeated 
in tue midſt of his diſciples, and laying one of 
his legs over the other, in a very unconcerned

Socrates 


launching out into a diſcourſe which was not of 


a picce with the buſineſs of the day, he would 


have enlarged upon this hint, and have drawn it 
out into ſome fine beautiful allegory or fable. 
But ſince he has not done it, I hall attempt to 


write one myſelf in the ſpirit ol that divine au- 


thor.

Jupiter 
conſidering that this ſpecies, commonly called 
Man, was 00 Bra -able; and too vicious to be 
happy; that he might make a diſtinction between 
the good and the bad, ordered the two youngeſt of 
the above mentioned families, Pleaſure who was 
the daughter of Happineſs, and Pain who was 
the ſon of Miſery, to mect one another upon this 
part of nature which lay in the half way between 
them, having promiſed to ſettle it upon them 
both, provided they could agree upon the diviſion 
of it, ſo as to ſhare mankind between them. 
Pleaſure and Pain were no ſooner met in their 
new habitation, but they immediately agreed upon 
this point, that Pleaſure ſhould take poſſeſſion of 


the virtuous, and Pain of the vicious part of that 
fpecics which was given up to them. But upon 


examining to which of them any individual they 


met with belonged, they found cach of them had 


a right to him hy tor that, contrary to what they 
ha ſcen, in their old places of reſidence, there 
was no perſon fo vicious who had not ſome good 
in him, nor any perſon ſo virtuous who had not 
in him ſome evil.

Reſt had not always the ſame enemy ; in ſome 
places ſhe eſcaped the incurſions of Diſeaſe, but 
had her reſidence invaded by a inore flow and 
ſubtle intruder, for very frequently, when every 
thing was compoſed and quiet, when there was 
neither pain within, nor danger without, when. 


every flower was in bloom, and every gale 


freighted with perfumes, Satiety would enter 
with a languiſhing and repining look, and throw 
herſelf upon the couch placed and adorned for 
the accommodation of Reſt. No ſooner was the 
ſeated than general gloom ſpread itſelf on every 
ſide, the groves immediately Joſt their verdure, 


and their inhabitants deſiſted from their melody, 


the breeze ſunk in ſighs, and the flowers con- 
tracted their leaves and ſhut up their odours. 
Nothing was ſeen on every fide but multitudes 
wandering about they knew not whither, in quelt 
they knew not of what ; no voice was heard but 
complaints that mentioned no pain, - and mur- 
murs that could tell of no misfortunes.

of them united themſelves more cloſely to Lux- 
ury, who promiſed by her arts to drive daticty 
away, and others that were more wiſe or had 
more fortitude, went back again to Labour, by 


whom they were indeed protected from Satiety, 


but delivered up in time to Laſſitude, and forced 
by her to the bowers of Reſt. 

Thus Reſt and Labour cqually perceived their 
reign of ſhort duration and uncertain tenure, and 
their empire liable to inroads from thoſe wha 
were alike enemies to both. They each found 
their ſubjects unfaithful, and ready to deſert 

them upon every opportunity. Labour ſaw the 
riches which he had given, always carried away 
as an offering to Reſt; and Reſt found her vota- 
ries in every exigence flying from her to beg help 


of Labour. They, therefore, at laſt, determined. 


upon an interview, in which they agreed to di- 
vide the world between them, and govern it al- 
ternately, allotting the dominion of the day to 


one, and that of the night to the other, ſo that, 


whenever hoſtilities were attempted, Satiety 


ſhould be intercepted by Labour, and Laffitude 


expelled by Reſt. Thus the antient quarrel was 
appeaſed, and as hatred is often ſucceeded by 
its contrary, Reſt afterwards became pregnant 
by Labour, and was delivered of Health, a bene- 
volent goddeſs, who conſolidated the union of 
her parents, and contributed to the regular vi- 
cillitudes of their reign, by 1. ſpenſing her gifts to 
thoſe only who ſhared their lives in jult propor- 
tions between Reſt and Labour. 1 
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which the intelle& has already made its progreſs, 
as may tempt it to return, and take a ſecond view 
of things haſtily paſled over, or negligently re- 
garded. 

Either of theſe labours is very difficult ; be- 
cauſe, that they may not be fruitleſs, men mult 
not only be perſuaded of their errors, but recon- 
ciled to their guide ; they muſt not only confeſs 
their ignorance, but, what is {till bw {s pleaſing, 


muſt low that from whom they are to learn is 


more knowing than themſelves, 

It might be imagined that ſuch an employ- 
ment was in itſelf ſuſticl lently irkfome and ha- 
zardous ; that none would be found ſo male- 
volent as wantonly to add weight to the {tone of 
| Siſyphus; and that few endeavours would be 


uſed to obſtruct thoſe advances to reputation, 


which mult be made at ſuch an expence of time 
and thought, with ſo great hazard in the miſ- 
carriage, and with fo little advantage from the 
ſucceſs. 

Yet there is 2 certain race of men, that either 
imagine it their duty, or make it their amuſe— 
ment, to hinder the reception of every work of 
learning or genius, who ſtand as centinels in the 
avenues of Fame, and value themſ.lves pon 
giving Ignorance and Envy the tirit notice of a 
Prey: 
To the fo men, who di Winged el ron by

the errors were frequent and groſs, reverſed the 
ſceptre, and let drops of Lethe diſtil from the 
poppies and cypreſs, a ſatal mildew, which im- 
mediately began to waſte the work away, till it 
was at laſt totally deſtroyed. 

Lhere were {ome compoſitions brought to the 
teſt, in which, when the ſtrongeſt light was 
thrown upon them, their beanties and faults ap- 
peared ſo cqually mingled, that Criticiſm ſtood 
with her ſceptze poiſed in her hand, in doubt 
whether to ſhed Lethe or ambroſia upon them. 
Theſe at laſt increaſed to ſo great a number, that 
ſhe was weary of attending ſuch doubtful claims; 
and, for fear of uſing improperly the ſceptre of 
juſtice, reſerred the cauſe to be conſidered by 
Time. 

The el of Time, though very dila- 
tory, were, ſome few caprices excepted, con- 
formable to juſtice; and many who thought 
themſelves ſecure by a ſhort forbearance, have 
ſunk under his ſcythe, as they were poſting down 
with their volumes in triumph to futurity, It 
was obſervable that ſome were deſtroyed by little 
and little, and others cruſhed for ever by a ſingle

Criticiſm, having long kept her eye fixed ſtea- 
dily upon Time, was at Jaſt ſo well ſatisfied 
with his conduct, that ſhe withdrew from the 
carth with her patrone!s Altrea, and left Preju- 
dice and Falſe Jaſte to ravage at large as the aſ- 
ſociates of Fraud and Miſc hief; contenting her- 
ſelf thenceforth to ſhed her influence from afar 
upon ſome ſelect minds, fitted tor its Teception 
by learning and by virtue.

culiar to infernal luſtre, that its light fell only 
upon faults.

With theſe fragments of authority, the flare 
of Flattery and Malevolence marched out, at the 
command of their miſtreſſes, to confer immorta- 
lity, or condemn to oblivion. But the ſceptre

A couple of tame lions lay couching 
at her feet ; her countenance had 1n it a very great 
majeſty without any mixture of terror; her voice 
was like the voice of an angel, filled with to 
much ſweetneſs, and accompanied with ſuch an 
air of condeſcenſion, as tempered the awfulneſs 
of her appearance, and equally inſpired love and 
vencration into the hearts of all that beheld her. 

In the train of the Goddeſs of Liberty, were 
the ſeveral arts and ſciences, who all of them 
Houriſhed underneath her eye. One of them in 
particular made a greater figure than any of the 
_ xelt, who held a thunderbolt in her hand, which 
had the power of melting, piercing, or breaking, 
every thing that ſtood in its way. The name of 
this goddets was Eloquence. 

There were two other dependent goddeſſes, 
who made a very conſpicuous figure in this bliſs- 
ful region. The firſt of them was ſcated upon a 
hill, that had every plant growing out of it, 
which the ſoil was in its own nature capable of 
producing. The other was ſcated in a little 
illand, that was covered with groves of ſpi- 
ges, olives, and orange trees; and in a word, 
with the products of every foreign ciime. *

name of the firſt was Plenty, of the ſecond Com- 
merce. The firſt leaned her right arm upon a 
plough, and under her left held a huge horn, out 
of which ſhe poured a whole autumn of fruits. 
The other wore a roſtral crown upon her head, 
and kept hereyes fixed upon a compaſs. : 
I was wonderfully pleaſed in ranging through 
this delightful place, and the more ſo, becaufe 
it was not incumbered with fences and incloſures; 
until at length, methought, I ſprung from the 
ground, and pitched upon the top of a hill, that 
preſented ſeveral objeQts to my ſight which I had 
not before taken notice of. The wind that paſ- 
ſed over this flowery plain, and through the tops 
of the trees which were full of bloſſoms, blew 
upon me in ſuch a continued breeze of ſweets, 
that I was wonderſully charmed with my ſitu— 
ation. I here ſaw all the inner declivities of 
that great circuit of mountains, whoſe outſide 
was covered with ſnow, overgrown with huge fo- 
reſts of fir-trees, which indeed are very fre- 
quently found in other parts of the Alps. Theſe 
trees were inhabited by ſtorks, that came thither 
in great flights ſrom very diſtant quarters of the 
world. Methought I was pleaſed in my dream 
to ſes what became of theſe birds, when, upon 
leaving the places to which they make an annual 
viat, they riſe in great flocks ſo high until they 
are out of ſight, and for that reaſon have been- 
thought by Gone modern philoſophers to take a 
flight to the moon. But my eyes were ſoon di- 
verted from this proſpet, when I obſerved two 
oreat gaps that led through this great circuit of 
mountains, where guards and watches were 


poſted day and night. Upon examination, I e

head; and Perſecution holding up a bloody flag, 

embroidered with flower-de-Juces Theſe w ere 
followed by Oppreſſion, Poverty, Famine, 'Tor- 
ture, and train of appearances that 
made me tremble to behold them. Among the 
baggage of this army, I could diſcover racks, 


wheels, chains, and gibbets, with all the inſtru- 


ments art could invent to make human nature 
miſerable. | 

Betore the other avenue I fun Licentiouſneſs, 
dreſſed in a garment not unlike the Poliſh caf- 
ſoc, and leading up a whole army of monſters, 
| ſuch as Clamour, with a hoarſe voice and a . 
dred tongues; Confuſion, with a miſhapen bo- 
dy, and a thouſand heads; ; Impudence, with a 


forchead of braſs; Rapine, with hands of iron. 


The tumult, noiſe, and uproar in this quarter, 


were ſo very great, that they diſturbed my ima 


gination more than is conſiſtent with Rees and.
